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ABSTRACT 

Trends in college faculty salaries for 1976-1986 are 
reported based on the surveys of "Salaries, Tenure, and Fringe 
Benefits of Full-Time Instructional Faculty," which are part of tha 
Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS). Information is 
provided on salaries by faculty rank and sex and by type and control 
of institution. Faculty pay in 1986 was 3% to 6% lower in purchasing 
power than in 1976-1977. Although salaries decreased at each rank, 
the average salary in constant dollars for all ranks remained almost 
unchanged over the 10 years, $32,600 in 1976-1977 and $32,400 in 
1985-1986. The reason is that a higher proportion of faculty became 
professors and earned the highest faculty salaries. While average 
salaries between ranks showed consistent patterns, there were 
variations by rank within institutional type (universities, other 
four-year, and two-year) and control (public or private). In 
1985-1986 public universities' average salaries of $36,300 were 9.1% 
less than the $39,800 earned at private institutions. In other 
four-year institutions, a different pattern emerged in average 
faculty salaries. As in 1976-1977, average faculty salaries for men 
in 1985-1986 were considerably higher than for women. Statistical 
tables and a technical appendix are included. (SW) 
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College Faculty Salaries, 1976-1986 

Faculty salaries lost ground to inflation in the 5 school years between 
1977 and 1981. In the next 5 years, pay raises outpaced inflation but did not 
make up the earlier losses. Center for Education Statistics studies shew 
faculty pay in 1986 is still 3 to 6 percent lower in purchasing power than in 
1976-77 (figures 1 and 2) . 1 

The pattern of decreasing salaries (in constant dollars) over the 10 years 
was consistent for men and women and by type and control of institution. There 
were two notable exceptions: salaries of professors at private universities 
increased (in 1985-86 constant dollars) frcra $49,900 in 1976-77 to $51,700 in 
1985-86, a real increase of 3.6 percent; and salaries of assistant professors 
in private universities increased 3.2 percent, from $28,300 to $29,200. 

These trend data are from the 1976-77 through 1985-86 surveys of "Salaries, 
Tenure and Fringe Benefits of Full-Time Instructional Faculty." These surveys 
were conducted annually by the Center for Education Statistics as part of the 
Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) . Information on the survey 
methodology is in the technical appendix. 

Salaries by Faculty Rank * 




Although salaries decreased at each rank, the average salary in constant 
dollars for all ranks remained almost unchanged over the 10 years - $32,600 in 
1976-77 compared with $32,400 in 1985-86. The reason for this anomaly is a 
higher proportion of faculty now are professors and earn the highest faculty 
salaries. Only 23 percent of faculty were professors in 1976-77; about 30 
percent were professors by 1985-86 (figure 3) . 2 There was also a slight 
increase (1 percent) in the proportion of associate professors and significant 
declines in the proportions of assistant professors and instructors (4.7 and 
2.4 percent) . 

The average salary, at each rank, grew at a suprisingly constant rate (in 
current dollars) . Average salary for assistant professor went up 79 percent; 
for "no academic rank" category, 75 percent. Growth rates for all other ranks 
fell between these two. These parallel increases suggest pay raises were 
applied equally across all ranks (table 1) . 

Another factor supporting this premise is the consistent percentage 
differential in average salaries between ranks. For example, in 1976-77 
assistant professors earned an average of $14,700 (current dollars) ; associate

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professors earned $17,900, 22 percent more than assistants; and professors 
earned $23,800, 33 percent more than associate professors. In 1985-86, 
associate professors earned 21 percent more on the average than assistant 
professors, and professors still earned 33 percent more than associate 
professors. 

The patterns in average salaries were similar among the other academic 
ranks. In 1976-77, instructors earned an average of $11,800 (current dollars) ; 
lecturers earned $13,400, 13 percent more than instructors; and individuals 
with no academic rank earned $16,600, 24 percent more than lecturers. In 
1985*86, lecturers earned 14 percent more than instructors and those with no 
academic rank earned 22 percent more than lecturers. 

Salaries bv Type and Control of Institution 

While average salaries between ranks showed consistent patterns, there were 
variations by rank within institutional type (universities, other 4-year, and 
2-year) and control (public or private) . However, these variations showed 
their own consistent trends. 

One major trend was the widening gap between public and private university 
salaries. For example, in 1976-77, public universities 1 average salaries of 
$19,400 were 4.7 percent less than the $20,400 earned at private universities 
(table 2). By 1985-86, the gap widened to 9.1 percent when average salaries 
reached $36,200 for public and $39,800 for private institutions. Average 
salary differentials between public and private universities widened across all 
ranks with the biggest differences in the professor and instructor ranks. 

In other 4-year institutions, a different pattern emerged in average 
faculty salaries. Public 4-year institutions had higher average salaries than 
private institutions in 1976-77 ($17,500 carrpared with $15,200) and in 1985-86 
($33,000 compared with $29,000). However, the percentage difference narrowed 
from 14.8 to 13.8 percent. Most of this can be attributed to the average 
salaries of professors, where the percent difference decreased 4.6 percentage 
points (frcci 14.3 to 9.7) . The average salaries and differentials in the other 
4-year institutional* faculty ranks were more diverse. Public institutions had 
higher average salaries. But the percentage differences with private 
institutions went up in two ranks (assistant professor and no academic rank) 
and down in the other three (associate professor, instructor, and lecturer) . 

Two-year institutions provide greater contrasts in average salaries by 
type, control, and rank. Public 2-year institutions had much higher average 
faculty salaries for all ranks than private 2-year schools ($29,600 compared 
with $19,400 in 1985-86) . The average salary differential between public and 
private 2-year schools actually increased from 43.4 percent in 1976-77, to 52.2 
percent in 1985-86. All ranks increased except the professor category which 
decreased from 50.5 to 48.5 percent. 

There are big differences between public and private institutions in 
average faculty salaries by institutional type and faculty rank. In private 
institutions, average faculty salaries in 1985-86 were highest in universities, 
next highest in other 4-year schools, and lowest in 2-year institutions. For 
example, professors in private universities had higher average salaries than 
professors in other 4-ytear private institutions ($51,700 compared with $37,800, 
about 37 percent higher) . Professors in other 4-year schools had, in turn,

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higher average salaries than those in private 2-year institutions ($37,800 
canpared with $24,500 or a difference of 54 percent) . This was the pattern for 
all faculty ranks. 

The pattern was not as consistent for public institutions in 1985-86. 
While 2-year public institutions had lcwer average faculty salaries than 4-year 
and above institutions, the differences were not as great as in private 
schools. Professors in 2-year public institutions averaged $36,400 in 
salaries, about $9,300 dollars less than the average professor salaries in 
public universities ($45,700). The differences narrated dramatically in the 
other faculty ranks. In 1985-86, 2-year public institutions nearly matched 
(within $1,700) the average salaries of 4-year and above schools for assistant 
professors. For instructors, the 2-year public institutions had slightly 
higher average faculty salaries than 4-year and above schools (figure 4) • The 
averages were almost equal for lecturers. But for faculty with no academic 
rank, 2-year public institutions had significantly higher average salaries 
($29,700 cotpared to $24,200 and $25,300 for universities and other 4-year 
institutions) • The differences probably reflect the fact that faculty members 
•at many 2-year public institutions are in the no academic rank category but 
have years of seniority and correspondingly higher salaries. 

Faculty Salaries by Sex and Rank 

As in 1976-77, average faculty salaries for men in 1985-86 were 
considerably higher than for wanen. The salary gap between men and women in 
constant 1985-86 dollars was largest at the rank of professor: men's salaries 
were $4,600 higher than women 1 s in 1976-77 and $4,500 higher in 1985-86 (table 
3) • The salary gap narrowed slightly at no academic rank and lecturer. At the 
other three ranks men were paid more: $1,600 to $2,000 for associate 
professors, $1,100 to $2,100 for assistant professors and $900 to $1,500 for 
instructors. 

When all ranks are averaged together, the salary gap between men and women 
widens: men earned from $6,100 more in 1976-77 to $6,-700 in 1985-86 . This gap 
is larger than the gap at each rank because of the distribution of men and 
women among the faculty. In 1985-86, # l3 percent of women were professors, and 
12 percent were instructors; 36 percent of men were professors and 4 percent 
were instructors.

Technical Appendix 

•Die statistics in this bulletin are based on data reported by institutions 
of higher education in the 1976-77 through 1985-86 3 surveys, "Salaries, 
Tenure and Fringe Benefits of Rail-Time Instructional Faculty, 11 These surveys 
were part of the Higher Education General Information Survey (HBGIS) which was 
sent to the universe of institutions of higher education (3,388 in 1985-86) . 
Response rates ranged from a lew of 86 percent in 1984-85 to a high of 91 
percent in 1977-78. Tfcs data in this bulletin do not include iapitations for 
nonresponding institutions. 

In 1983, institutions were reviewed for meeting the HBGIS definition of a 
university, which includes offering at least 2 first-professional prograins. 
After the review, the number of universities in the survey decreased from 156 
in 1S82-83 to 115 in 1984-85 and 1985-86. Therefore, trends for average 
salaries in universities and other 4-year institutions are not strictly 
comparable over the 10 year period of this report. 

For each category of faculty rank by sex, institutions were asked to give 
the number and total salary outlay for full-time instructional faculty on 9- or 
10-month contracts. The same information was asked for faculty on 11- or 
12-month contracts, but these data are not in this report because most 
instnactional faculty are on 9- or 10-month contracts (86.4 percent in 
1985-86) . 

Appendix table A shows the number of faculty by sex and rank for each year 
salary averages were confuted. Average salaries were converted to 1985-86 
constant dollars using the Consumer Price Index. See appendix table D for the 
conversion factors.
